-houſe;d.ſireth a village;hauing obtained that he wold haue a 
ſfock and furniture ſoꝛ them voth : This being graunted, he 
craueth great ſfoze of mony fo; diners vſes, t neceſſities;alſo 
this money being gotten, he hath a deſire to be Loꝛd ouer cas 
les, and to haue vaſſailes vnder him: -haning-bzought this 
alſo to paſſe, he aſpireth to be a Pargueſſe.nert a Duk, then 


a Ring, farther, an Emperour; and in the end he would bee 
Lo2dofall the woꝛld: pet this would not ſatiſfie his greedy 


appetite: fo2 he would (with Alexander the groat ) be Lozd 
of al the woꝛlos of Anaxagoras, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he that pol ⸗· 
ſelleth molt; is farthelt from his end: fo2 that greater rithes: 
engender greater deſires. This cruel and bnnteaſurabls 
Luſt of haujng; is ſo great, and vnſatiabl ee. 
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cus Craſſus was 
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A would Wan it maybe Gains that a man 
hath ſufficient; when it may ber ſaide, that hee is rich. Mar- 
wont toſay, that no man was rich, vnleſle 
with his.yearely reuenewes hee could kepe and maintaine 
an army .. What, fondneſſe : what vnſatiableneſſe is 
this? Truly Aglaius Profidius did not poſſeſſe ſo much, but 
bad only cnelitle plot of ground, which he manured with his 
owne handes: neueitheleſſe her was iudged by the Dzacle 
to ber molt happy of all men. But ſhall Jnow declare vn⸗ 
to you how many men in extreame pouertie haue liued ioy- 
fully andcontentedly., being had in eſtimation, and honou⸗ 
red greatly: My web ſhould be ouer long, ik J ſhould heere 
recount themall, but theſe ſhall laffile, © - Amonſt the Erc⸗ 
clans Ariſtides, Phocion, Epaminondus, pelopidus þ The- 
bane, Lampſacus the Athenienſen , Socrates and Phaltus 
were moſt poꝛe, pet were they all wiſe and iuſt men, and 
well eſteemed in the wozld , Alſo of the Latines there 
are many notable examples: but this of Curius and Fabri- 
tius ſhall ſerue fo; all, ot whome the one would rather com- 
maund him that poſſeſſed-golde, then poſeſſe it himſelfe: 
Theother with a bolde courage refuſed many giftes that: 
the Samnites did p2ofer him, But wherofipzange this 
temperaunce in them? Without doubt no other where, but 
that they had clypped the wings to the deſire ol ſuperflu- 
dus things. Dfa troth this diſkincion of the Philolophers 
molt true; that our appetite is of two ſoꝛtes; the one meas 

end;the other infinite, and without end. 
Al thole that deſire riches, onelp fo2 the loue that they beare; 

vnto them, haue neuer anyend in their deſires; but like him 

Hat hath the d2opſie;the moze they pollefſe ,p moze alwaies 
theycouet : but they that temperately ſearch after riches; 
not faz mere loue they bears towardes them , but 
N ham 19 ane weary and determinate vſe , 
ſome end, and repoſe in their deſires . Fo2 ſo much 
onght and e doe deſire, as is -nedefull foz

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But diuers entangle themſelues, pꝛopoſing hurtſull and vn⸗ 
pooſitable endes, at the leaſt wiſe vnneceCary , J therefozs 
haue made choyce ot one chtefly , being both pure and natu⸗ 
ral: which is 9 conſernation of our ſelues, and thoſe that are 
begotten ol vs: all other endes are cozrupt,ſull of pꝛide and 
ampition, and vnnaturall. O that it pleaſed God, that men 
might deũre riches va r vſe, but foz that onely, which 
they indeedſfandin les, great rumours, many 
iamentations,infin — thould ber — 
the want ol theſe enticing riches, are dayly made t 
men. But know ve wherefo2chee is alwayes penſiue, 
heeſcemeth continually tobe pwze, and what the cauſe is, 
that he is neuer contented with his eſtate 2 ſhall Atell you 
the onely occaſion hereof : it pꝛoteedes of no other cauſe , but 
that hee alwayes lwkes befo2e him; fixing his eie on him that 
is moꝛe rich, and moze mightie then hiniſelf; 4 either pꝛickt 
fozward by enuie , oꝛ dꝛawne vnto it by coueteuſneſſe, het 
would not only reach and ariue vnto theſame, but alis paſſe 
farther: and they neuer loke backe, oz call their eies on the 
poꝛe, which are (as it were) behinde them, but rather hold 
them in a tontmuall contempt : and there are verx few that 
tan, oꝛ know how to moderate thefelucs; from theſe vntem⸗ 
perate viſoꝛdera. Ofa trrath there are manꝝ ( vea very mg- 
ny) that bitterin camplaine ot pouertie: who, if the whole 
world were deniden into eguall partes, would por m_ 
much vntd their ſhares, astheynowpolleſſe , J verily be⸗ 
laue; that if all ithe men and emen were placed on 
the one ſide, and all the riches of the-wozlvon the other, and 
that his part were erually deuided vnto euerꝝ one (as it is 
ſapde Lycurgus didinSparta )it houlycoms ee chat 
many that now cry dat; of. peurrtiq'3 ſhouly 41 parantly 
Ko; that they were auer rich, and had moze then t cparts, 
Amongſt which number, thinke my ſelfe ſhould her one, | 
which no account my ſelte to ber pwze , and ſo peraduen⸗

mealurtd end, it may ba that this your pouertie will nat 
wake pou ſœme to bee ſo poꝛe, as pe eſtœmed pour ſelſe to 
ve, no bzing vou lo great affliction, finding it karre leſle then 
pe dermed it to bee. But you will ſay peraduenture (and 
I denie it not )that there are a great many rich, which (ele 
plealure, contentment, and honour by them: whereas Jby 
my pouertie reteiue (020we; diſpleaſure, and ſhame; What 
coniplaintes are thoſe? Dhouldelt thou diſpayze , foz nut 
hauing that which other men enioy e Wiherefoze then doe 
theſerich men ( which bꝛing you. in-this eſtate) diſpayꝛe, 
ſeeing others aboue them to ber Dukes, Pzinces z Ringes 
and Eniperours? - Why doe not many, that delight in ea⸗ 
tinig and dꝛinking hange themſelues, foꝛ not being able fo 
dꝛinke ſo much as Trigungiusdid with the Romaines ; 03 
becatiſe they cannot deuoure a whole table of meate, as Ca- 
tellactus hath done in dur time? and to bing amoze true 
und liuely example , why are not all men afflicted, and as if 
wers bzought into diſpayꝛe, becauſe they haue not þ ſtrength 
and foto ot a Lion; the ſight of an Eagle; the ſwiftnes of 
a Tyger; the lenting of a Dogge the length of the life of a 
Parte, und in the end 5 the flpeing of byꝛdes. 

It is not neevefulltofwoketo that which athers haue, but 
to that which is conuenient foꝛ our eſtates and callings 0p 
heerein (acco)dingtoenery maus degree)to repoſe dur chiele 
tontentment and lellcitie. But perhappes,you will ſay that 
it is notrequiſite to make ſuch un arithnieticall diuiſion of 
the gods of Foztune , but rather that it were moꝛe conue⸗

are very few of the other ſoꝛte, that t hinke they haue a great 
deale moze then they haue deſerued: whereof grienous per ⸗ 
turbations, and continuall lamentations ,- fo the wantof 
riches andpzeferment,voeafterwardsenſue, J knowe not 
then holu in this generall diſcourſe wee ſhould conſider of 
the deſar tes of euery one aright ,thzough which, all things 
might bee bzought into queſtion and controuerſte, _: 
At is agreat deale better to pondex be this Arithmetical 
diviſion; that the greateſt part of them, that complaine ol 
pouertie, ſhall finde themſelues deceaued, if the wozld were 
deuided into eauall partes. But let vs pate on farther, ir 
it pleaſe pou; and let vs ſet downe, with what inft meaſure 
riches and pouertie ought to bee meaſured, Euerx one doeth 
loue, honour, andreuerence riches , and conet after them, 
Euerv one holdeth pouertie in contempt, 1 deſpiſeth her, 
and fyeth krom her. now ve wherfoꝛe? Fo2 that euern 
man onely reſpecteth the god, and commoditie of riches, ne⸗ 
ver fozecaſting the euils and diſcommodities that they bꝛing 
with them. Contrarily, euery ene lokes vnto the eutll, 
that is found to bein pouertie, and there ſtayeth humſe lle; 
but none reſpeceth oꝛ hath regarde to the god and commedi- 
tie that commeth by her: ſo that it is nat to her wondered at, 
if (the etes being opened to the gad that riches hath in them, 
and ſhut to the euill) ſo many doe pꝛayſe and deſire them. 
Neither is it any meruaile likewiſe, if (opening them to 
the euill that pauertie hath in her, and ſhutting them to the 
gad) euery one de ſpiſeth, and eſcheweth it. know pe then 
wherof this pꝛocadethj i ſurelꝑ ot none other cauſe, but the 
firſt apparaunte. Foz that riches doeth pꝛeſent her ſelſe vnta 
vs, which a gladſome and cheerelull countenaunce,bzinging: 
with her a certaine counterfeit bewtie, that doth daſell our! 
eies and lime our ſenſes and affections, with her enticement: 
in ſuch lozte , that we are dzawwnez and as it were baaught 
boſids our ſelues, with theſe cauulonred enchatinents;beleeue! 
thateuery thing ol her is pleaſaunt , bewtifull and good:

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And thele ſhaddowes, and faigned reſemblantes, where⸗ 
with ſher is let out vnto vs, will not permit vs ko pene⸗ 
trate into the naughtineſſe , that ſhe conceales within her,

— Wzangh which that chaunteth oftentimes; which is ſpoken 
If the Murmaides, that (alluring with theic ſweets, but de⸗ 
ceaueable voyces) men-ſ&@'not the great cuill that'lurketh 
vnder them, and is pꝛepared foz-them , On the other fide, 
pouertie pꝛeſenteth her felfe vnto vs with a filthy and 
hozeiblecountenaunts, in tuch ſoꝛt, that none would euer 
larmiſe; that any gbsd thing were contained within her; 
neuertheltTs, vndet il fanoured tounterfeites, moſt bewti⸗ 
full agures, and wonderfull wozkes , both of arte and na⸗ 
ture are oltentimes cumpꝛehended. But (as J ſapd) thels 
meaſures are nat it, neyther can the troth euer ber boul⸗ 
At is nat ſuſtitient of one 


of one thing ko open onely the gov, 
concealing the euill; and of another, to lay fozth onely the e⸗ 
uill, not renealing the god: and troth cannot poſſible be do⸗ 
ſcerued from a doubtful matter, if a diniſion of the good and 
the euill that reſteth in eyther of them, bie not firſt made and 
lilted out, and the ſubſtaunce of the thing after conſidered 
of accoxdingly, It being a molt true and vnfallible pꝛinti⸗ 
ple chat all things vnder the Sunne, are (Jknow not in 
what ſoꝛte) entermixed with good and euill, ſo that no⸗ 
thing is neither wholly good, noz wholly euill: and nowit 
may well bee ſayde, that riches bꝛinges with her much euill; 
and pouerkis tontaineth in her not a little good, eyther is 
it congenient that they whole pouertie is great” ſhould bir 
left without an aduocate. as wwe often ſe they are: but good 
t iuſt Painces ſhould ſee their right grammted them without 
an erpence Behold again p riches puffe men vp W a certain 
—— of inſolencie, and makes them hens i hm, 

. ᷑ ͤ replenſheth tht withhumns 
litio and mates them hiſitible and eur tedus; we fee al- 
nantes che fre man of Clodius" td ber out of _ 
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rich: we lo him likewiſe tobe palling p2oude, in ſuch idee 
that in a long tealon, he would not vouchlafe tolpeake toany 
of his ſeruantes:we ſce Fabritius to be maſt pe, we ſu hint 
therewith, very lo wlie and pleaſant. But one 
ſufficefo2 athouſand, foz wee may daily reade, hears.and iu 
them, This firſt Dowzytherefoze is to de deteſtedʒ that ri. 
ches bzings with her, in that it makes men pꝛoude und inſo⸗ 
lent; as that of pouerty is to be belaued, in that it makes men 
humble and curteous. Riches make not men onely to be 
puft vp with pꝛide, but allo dꝛolnneth them in diuers kinds 
of voluptuous naughtinelle, fo; it makethj them laſtintous, 
vaine, giuen to gluttonie, alwayes'occupied in sarthig de⸗ 
lightes, and wallowing in woꝛwip wantonne lle, and filth ol 
the fleſhe : fo; that being poſſeſſozs of great riches; they deem 
it a pꝛiuiledge, and reckon it in plate ot great paing/that by 
the meanes of them they may leede the ir ſuperflaous-appe- 
tites and vilozdinate affettions . Wheras the poozeatknows 
tedging his eſtats-, fo the mot partliues ſparingly: tem⸗ 
perutelie. not ſo greatly coꝛrupted no2 denied with vaine 
wozldly.allurements, That Plutarcke ſave verie wel, tear⸗ 
ming pouertie to be an abundant temperance, and a ftricf 
_ bbſeruance of the Lawes, in ſuch loꝛt that Arceſilans was 

accuſtomed to ſays that powertie was ſharpe after the man 
ner ol craggie Ithaca, birt pet honght ſworth good ſonnes: 
teaching them to abſtaine ard ſuffer and making them ſru⸗ 
gal, concluding that it was a notable. ſchoolehoule and o⸗ 
pen wialtling plate fo; att'vertiie,” Mhat ſhal J ſay-moze? 


Riches make men become dilpiſers of Sud. at the leaſtwiſo 
let ld acknowledging his power, and dountie. Foz the rich 
mam ſeing to abound in wealth, and encreaſe in ſub⸗ 


Hance, ſemeth in his owne tonteite nt to ſtand in nerd ol a⸗ 
ny other alliſtante, whereloꝛe he verie ſeldome hath recourſs 
vnto God and ſeldome pꝛapeth vnto him, oꝛ is-thankefulf 
fo; his benefites: but as it wert. dependoth ar himſele onely⸗ 
felling and wondering at his owa wis dome, ond (as one 
might (p)playing the rache in . 
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man cofeſfinghis imbecillity. runneth vnto Ood ſoz re» 
t acknowledging his bounty,comits himſelſe wholy to 
pꝛayſing his name,andcalling him 


bis 


ts his apde and aſſiſtance. But riches doe not onely cozrupt 


the wilt but together there with, ara a hinderance, and unpe⸗ 
to the vnderſtanding:loꝛ theſe 02 the moſt part) ac - 
counting it ynopghto be rich, ſeldome oz neuer geue they 
mindes, to god and laupable ſtudies; oz noble and high con⸗ 
temp lationa, evther ot philocophy. az of any other ſciente: 
but rather addict theyzAubole;endeuours , epther to ſome 
vayn e frivolons paſtimes:oꝛ to the encreaſe af their riches. 
Mhereol it comes ta paſſe, that the true and right end of ſci⸗ 
ence is changed inta a falſe, und tounterfayte. Foꝛ that the 
right vle to learns ſcienta in derde, is, fo2 the moze,and better 
per fecting and ennobling the mind ol man: But the common 
ſozt,wzelb it cleane contrarp, accounting the acquiring ot 
tubſtance, ta be the ouely ende al the learning ar Science. 
Through which the rich man weautz the webbe or his alone 
woe, ſaping in himlelle what cauſe is there, that & choulde 
trauell my ſelſe in ſtudie ? if I be already rich, I am come to 
the end; what neede is it then that A haue recourſe, eyther to 
the beginning aꝛ midſt. But the poꝛe man, mooued eyther 
with the right oꝛ wong way, with great deſire and feruent 
affection fotiowethhis ſtudie: Though which it hath hene 
ſens, and is ſeene daily that many poꝛe men by learning. 
attayne vnto great excellency, pꝛomotion, and pꝛeferment. 
99 that Taletus the noble Philofopher ſaid very well; who 
Gaffirmeth(quothhe)that ponerty withdꝛaweth a man{# 
Philoſophy,x —— the defire of it, is dg4 
ceaned greatly: w many dos we l, bindꝛed tather 
by abundance of lu then by ſcarcity? is it notentdent 
that the pwze (fo2 the — — themſe lues to ſtudie: 
that the riche buſied in ather affaires, either cannot, oꝛ will 
5 repaid learning? Wo muchof Taletus. But let vs 
Þ farther-Who ſeth not that the richmen with great 
—— ans ofthe troth ? hauing — 
wa 
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wayes about them a company of fapned friendes : ſlnarm 
df latterers : Manx xramples iniabt bers be alleadged of xich 
men that haue bin abuſed by ſuch diſſemblers wheras v pe 
man is fre from this plague? none going about to cuccum: 

him by ſlattery,it being a thing moſt nianiſeſt, that they tha 
pzoſelfe ta be his friends are true friends it being farce fro 
any ſuſpition that they ſhould come to flatter him, fayn to 


be his friends, to the end, ta pluck his wealth s ſubſtãce from 
him, wha ſfandeth moze in ned to be relteuedthimſelk, then to 


giue toothers . Mhat ſhal I here ſpeak of the ſnares that are 
intended agaynſt the rich: both towards their ſubſtance and 
perſons 2 It were better ſoꝛ the beaſtcalled the Cuſtor, that 
he had not thoſe vertuous ſtones, when as fog them he is ſo 
purſued ol the hunters it ſhould be better allo ko men 5 they 
had not theſe riches, wh# as ſo many ſnares + deceits are laid 
by other men foz the getting of them. But enen as the Caſtor 
(as ſome w2ite of him) ſeeing thehunters purſue him, bytes 
of his ſtones, foꝛ the ſauegard of the reſt ol his body; ſpſyould 


counter watches foꝛ his ſubſtance ;# — to choſe to caſt al 
away, then not to be aſſured ok his life, t liberty. That derde 
therfoze of Crates the Philcſopher was wazth the noting; 
who ſcring himſell encombꝛed, and his eſtate indangered, 
th:oughagreatquantity ot ie wels a monie ꝝ he had, threw 
All into che Dea: laring, A bad rather dꝛoinne von- then vc 
ſhoulde caule me ta periſh oꝛ be defrayed. Great are the nw 
ber ol the rich men w are iniuriedand purſued ol the mighty, 
to the end tapꝛocure their ſubſtance from them. Mhereloꝛe 
was he that was haniſhed at the jnſtantxequeſt ol Fuluia ſo 
hardly dealt with ut that Fuluia weulde hne had his faire 
houſe from him? The bokes of hiſtozies bath old andneſp 
are repleniſhed with examples acthem. w makes ne in opi⸗ 
nion to be contrary to Anacarſus. He ſaid, is the la mes were 
like the ſpiders web, into w ik any light oꝛ (mal thing fell, it 
there remained but being great, it paſſeth thꝛough, and bꝛake 
it aſunder. Contrariwiſe, Jſay that they are like vnto ? _ 
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that rich man doe, which ſeath hinaſelf beſſeged w ſnares, and

me nets not berpug ma 
to that end: hut ifany gad beaſt enter therein, as a hare, a 
goate, os a Deere, he ſticketh faſt, and is taken, being both 
gave pzofitable foz the hunters, Uerily the couetous rich 
tiueth confittuallyingreat ſuſpition x feare, leaſt that 
his ſubſtante be taken from him;oz that he be begailed of it, 
denen again will ſo thateuery ſha⸗ 
dow ſeemeth a Bugbeare vnto him; euery little ſtirring in 
che houle diſquiete th him; Co that both at home in his cham⸗ 
ber and abzoade in his iourney, he is neuer without ſuſpitt- 
on, not vnlike the man chat in ielous of ſome woman whom 
Heloneth. Whereas ide pode man, not hauing his bveſt 103- 
ded with ſuch feare; and feeling himielle to bee light in his 
ee tobe nenne that com

Thisalinayesdoubteth lealk that his dwati will beetrant 
foʒmed into ſower, ' thxough/whichit is euident, that the 
gane fœleth a greater tranquillity in his minde, being reple- 
niſhed with hope, then doth the riche being ſurpziled with 
keare. What farther : That pouerty hair eth ſwath moꝛe 
wa: thy effects then riches, not onelp in it ſolle, but in others 
alſo, Fo2 pouerty rayſeth pitis c tompaſtion in others which 
are moſt beautifull vertues in mans minde, but riches in⸗ 
flame and ſtirre them vp to enuie, which is a moſt wicked 
dice. Mhereloꝛe if good effectes comeof good cauſes, and 
nanghtie of naughtie cauſes,it is verie likely- that ponor tis 


is moꝛe vertuous that ingendereth vertue then are riches, 
that pꝛoduce vices in others. hat moꝛze ſhal J ſap, that 
[riches pꝛocure delightes, delightes tendernes and doli- 
caſte of the bodie, tenderneſſs and delicaſie cauſeth weakenes 
and faintneſle, thzough which it happeneth that rich men 
are leſſe able to tollerate trauel, heats and colde, and other” 
humaine diſcommodities, then the pooze are, oho by a pati⸗ 
ence perfoꝛte, are taught to endure all labour and trauell, 
and euer little impzeſſion of the apꝛe, nepther are bꝛought 
down w euery litletrifling diſeaſe, as the rich are. Mhat far- 
ther? Riches ingender faintnefſe of courage, in the poſſeſſozs 
of them, in that fo; feare of abandoning of 'thom;they wilnot 
aduenture to hazard them ſelues in any daunger, neither foz 
their kriendes . noꝛ fo2 their kinred, noz countrie, neither vet 
fo: themſelues, but are al wayes ofa timerous and fearefull 
minde. But the pooꝛe man not dzawne backe with the ie⸗ 
loſie of this wozldly pelle. ſheweth his valure boldely, and 
couragioufly expoſeth himſelle to perils and daungers ſoz; 
the loueof his freendes, t tountris. What beſides this A⸗ 
cher ſuffering them to as 


bundant riches make men flu 


wake to anp god ad n, 
them to ſtand dꝛowſie and idle, but awakens them to beauti⸗ 


ful inuentions, and laudable trauels. But let vs confider one 
point that toucheth rich man ta the quicke. but the poꝛe nos 
thing ſo muche. All men both by the law of God and nature, 
ot noteſſu j muſt oncs die. Mat he that abnundes in riches, 
with hat grieft and toament daethj he depart this life e hes 
would nat teaue his fay2ehouſe.hisgallant village, his coftly 
apparrel: his bꝛaue bozſes his bꝛight ũluer: his glittering 
gold. and other inflaitecommonities, and delights that he ta⸗ 
ſteth in this wozld:which ſering that de muſt neeves foꝛgoe, 
he is out of meaſure vered; and thꝛough in ward griele killes 
bun(elfe, befoze the houre of his death appꝛoch. But the pwe 
man, who takes litle toy in this woꝛld, makes no great recs 
koning to leaue it, not taſting that bitter ſoꝛow, with dying, 
which the rich men fiele: hoping to inioy a better life in the 
woꝛla to come. The pone alſo in this woꝛld haue great conſo⸗ 
lation: and it is no ſmal comloꝛt vnto them, to thunk that the 
rich ( wil they, nil then) muſt die, and that they are fozced (in 
ſpite of their t&th ) to fozgoe al they: ſubſtance. either will 
we omit to.(ay, that ſomtimes honeſt pouerty bꝛingeth with 
it moꝛe liberty t contentment of life, then vamealurable ri⸗ 
ches: foz that is franke and free, this is tyed and bounde, to 
reſpects.and ſuſpitions.

And 
(it ree thinke it god) let it be graunted, that pouerty is euill 
and contemptuous, and hath in it no conſolatiõ (but truelpit 
bath in it all theſe comfoꝛts, of which we haue befoze made 
mention, which being well taſted of the pwze man, her ſhall 
ferle no litle contentment in his pouerty) let this be tonſide⸗ 
red farther: that he is not one ly poze : c that this euill is not 
nn all others; and cal} on him alone: but 8 
number 
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number of the pooze are vnnumerable, when as of the riche 
there are very few: Mhzough which, if to haue ecmpany in 
ones aduerſity,makethe euill to ſeems the leſſe , howe light 
ſhould the euil of pouerty be, the pooze man hauing ſo-great 
a number ofsther pooze men to aſſociate him? Let vs — 
der farther that pouertie doth not alwayes pinche, but onelie 
then, when he feeleth the want of come thing that he greatly 
needeth, It is not like a quotidian Agewe, which whiles it 
endureth, alwayes vexeth and £02menteth a man; but this 
peeldes the roſt and repoſe, firſt whileſt thou ſleepeſt, thou 
haſt nofesling of her: whereof this auncient Pꝛouerbe —— 
his oꝛiginalʒ That in one halfe obthey? life, n was no dif- 
fecencsbotiwigt the enden 151 
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he day, a ee of 
it: but liues toyfully, as if he were rich, and in good caſe... 
haue ſcene many pooze men, leave their lines ſo ioeund ly. as 
neuer king noꝛ Empersur. On ther ather ide J haue 
wne many rich men, haue they myndes alwayes trou- 
bled and diſauieted, as ifithey: wers W2apped in ertrieme 
want . and milery : neuer to laugh neuer to be gladſome, noꝛ 
iopful, wherby J haue noted, that the true tranquility af the 
mynde ſpꝛings not of thinges that are without vs, but ot 
that delecable-muſicke, and well tempered harmonie, 
Lr within vs. Let vs 
conſider howe that pouertie is a thing that ma 
ber taken from vs in a day. m-an-bow2e., and as it 
were, in a moment. It is not as too bee blynde, lame, 
fooliſhe., 02 maymed, 02 a calamitie whereof no hope re⸗ 
mapneth euer to bee cured ; but pouerty may ſodaynlie 
bee taken away: eyther by the beneuolence of thy pꝛinte. 
o2 ſome noble man. oz by the meanes of ſome wealthie 
friende, who mooued by ſome fauourable et will 


aduaunce thee too riches,

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Abdolomenus was molt pœꝛe, Alexander the great had a 
deſite toꝛnake him king, and it was done pꝛelently. Yeere- 
vpon Menander ſapde well, that of all euils, pouerty was the 
light, toꝛ that anp friend that wil alliſt thee, may vnlode 
thee of it. Dn the other ũde, riches are frayle, fugitiue, when 
as à man in amoment map be bereft af all. (O God) howe 
many haue wee our ſolues ſcene, either by ſpopling on the 
and, oy vzowning they ſhippes on the Sea, o; by confiſ⸗ 
tation at their gods, oꝛ though the diſpleaſure ofthe Pzince, 
of moſt rich, on the ſodayne to become molt poʒe. Let vs far⸗ 
cher conſiver that thepwze man is nerer the atfayning of 
his enve, then is the rich: Fozaſmuth as hee doth not oꝛdi⸗ 
narily deſire moʒe then whoreboith to ſupply his neceſlities, 
which (as hath been ſhe wer befoze) are few, and may eaſily 
be But che rich man, fwelling th2ough the pꝛide 
of his cuuſtante, hath his naturall; and reaſonable appetite 
cozeupted , and deſires to encreaſe infinitely in his riches, 
whoreby it may bre-ſwene, that he is farther krom his ende,

then the pe man. Nhat moꝛe : That the rich manens 
ttealin in wealth, ntrealeth allo in deſtres, and by hows 
much his riches are the greater; fo much the greater allo are 
his needes . Whereof this ſentence was wiſely ſpoken, 
Nite eſt eum multi; mdigere qui multa babeat; We that hath 
anany things mil of neteſlitis want many hinges , Let 
tebe conſidered farther that man is bone naked; andhath 
that which he pollelleth of the meere grate of God, in ſuch 
ſo:t.thatifhe will rightly eft&me euery thing: he ought not 
to de penſiue and ſoꝛowfull foꝛ that hee hath not, buf 
_ ought rather to render immoꝛtall thankes vnto G © D, foꝛ 
that whith der hath. Finally, let this ber wayde , that if 
pouextp'bie etiii /t is very thozte , let it endure as long as 
it can eo: Ml the time wer haue to line here, beeing compa⸗ 
red with the infinite eternity that endureth euerlaſtingly, 
is but as it were the twinckling of an eye. c 

But J greatly marugll, that man; knowyng how — 
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muſk die, and ſomtimes thinking thereof, doth not fake 
comfozt of his pouertie, and (as it were) ofeuery other euill 
that he ſuffereth: Foz that, either he belteues that dur ſdula 
is ummoꝛtall (as wer ought true and reſolutely to beleue) 02 
thinkes (as ſome naughtie and peruerſe people doe) that ſhce 
ſhall die together with the body. If her deeme it to bee im⸗ 
moztall,and (&s infinite rewardes in an other world, ſette 
dolone foꝛ the good, and euer laſting toꝛmentes foꝛ the wic⸗ 
ked, who is her(as one might lap) that would not little ſet by 
all the euill and good of this woꝛld, to gaine the felicit ie of 
the other. But it her now thinke the ſoule to bee moztall, 
how can pouertie afflict him, ifhee conſider of the entire de⸗ 
ſtruction of himſelfe But if hee reſolue ot neither of thele, 
it is an euil of al others moſt fo bee deteſted. Hyppocrates i in 
his diuine Oꝛacles, fayeth,that when two eulls afflic one 
place, of which the one is great, and the other verp little, 
the leſſer is not kelt. Ik then pouertie, in compariſon of the 
entire deſfruction of himſelfe ber a light enill ; how ſhould 
it ſo pinch and fozment them? But as it is moſt requiſite, 
let vs bee Chꝛiſtians, and atfixme not onelꝑ the immoztalt- 
tie of the ſoule, but vnfaignebly belteur the rallble lawe 
of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, reuealed vnto vs by the light bf his grace, 
taught vs by the dinitreſcriptures;confirmed by the teſtimo⸗ 
nie of ſo many Partpzs, m ſo manplightes 
uine vnderſtandinges, — by 1 
God, by which wee are gended t thꝛough Are) ag 

vs J ſap, bee Chzifttans, and then w to Sky 
pouertie to bee eiill, but dæme it rather td ber a true imita⸗ 
tion of Chꝛiſt, who whiles her remained in this woꝛld, liueb 
alwayes poozely,and meckely. But beſides this imitati⸗ 
on, the commaundements that the eternall veritie hath 
left vs, to doe in many places „ ache it us, which

And if wer conlider farther , how hard it ia foz a rich man to 
enter into the kingdome ol heauen, there is none of lo little 
vnderſtanding, but wil deſpiſe andabhoz riches:not, but that 
9 but fo2 that p molt part of them haue 
their mindes ſo encumbzed with 9 foz

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them to affaine ſaluation : & thereloꝛe Chꝛilt ſaid, it is [cffe 
eaſte foꝛ a rich man to enter into the kingdome ol heauen, thẽ 
foz a Camel to paſfe thozow the eie of a needle. Foz hie whoſe 
affection is greedily feton riches; ſeldome thinkes reverently 
of God, bůt lo fireth his defire on earthly things, y he makes 
himſelke ynwozthy of the glozy of heauen, pꝛeſerring mun⸗ 
dane vanttie,befoze Gods veritie , Wheras-Chzift teaching 
chꝛiſtian perfection, ſaieth otherwiſe , to the Hebꝛew young 
man: Goe, and fell that which thou halt, and gine it to the 
pooze,t after follow mee , Trucly pouertie is a dowjie mot 
connenient foz a Chꝛiſtian: Therfoze; when vee know your 
ſelues to bee pe, bee yee not tomloʒtleſſe: but rather thinke 
that pee are the moꝛe in Gods fauour, who in al his ſayings, 
and doings, retommended the poze , pꝛapſed them, ralled 
them bleed, and receiued them into his pꝛotection, being 
deere and beloued ol him: fo that it is a moſt goodly thing to 
liue poꝛelp, in this hoꝛt and tranſitozie life; tb betome moſt 

rich in the life to come, which ſhalbe permanit e euerlaſting: 
to ſet at naught the falſe and deceaueable Jewels of this 
woꝛld to gaine moſt plentifull and abundant treaſure in pa⸗ 
radiſe.O moſt woꝛthy marchandiſe / O molt plentiful gaine! 
which neither theeues can rob ther ol; noꝛ ſeruaunt beguile 
thee ;no2 debter deceaue thee: but will fill and repleniſh ther 
with farre greater, and better fruite, then by the tongue of 
man map bee expꝛeſſed. Nhat ſhat J ſay farther? that thoſe: 
thingesare few, and very eaſie to bee pꝛocured, with which 
our humane nature is ſuffiſed:but many andiafmite,which- 
our appetite deſireth; et | 

And that the grace of God is neuer wanting vnto thole, 
who filled with a feruent ſpirite , refraine their earthly af 
fections, and reſtraine them within the limites of Chaiſt ian 
temperaunce, Wherof Saint Paule wꝛiting vnto Timo» 
thy moſt diuinly ſaid, It is a great gain of godlines, to be cõ⸗ 
tented with p which is ſufficient, We bꝛought nothing into 
this wozld,x it is manifeſt, that we ſhhal carie nothing = 
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with vs, But hauing conuenient foode and apparell let vs 
content our ſelues therwith ; foz they that would become 
rich, fall into the ſnares, andtemptations of the deuil, and in⸗ 
to lundzy hurtfull and vnp;ofitable deſires, which dꝛowne 
- the inruine i perditio;fo that ccuztouſnes is p roote of ala⸗ 
uill: which divers falling into, ſtray from the true fayth, and 
are encombzed with many tares and ſoꝛowes. O wozdes 
woꝛthy topearce into the liuely heartes of men, and ſo there 
to ber grounded and grauen, that with no earthly fozce,they 
nuagt euer ber raſed out. 
The diuins wozdesof Paule being thzoughly conlderen 
of, there is nocauſe wheretoze pooze men ſhould bee penſiue 
02 [0zawfull. But wherefoze wade J farther in the comfo2- 
ting af them; when as it is impoſſible fo2 mee to ſay ſo much, 
but that much moꝛe will remaine vnſpoken? And Jam al⸗ 
ſured . haue ſcarſly launched aut from the ſhoze, and am far 
from being halle entred from this molt p:ofound, and large 
lea, And pet, herewith J know aſſuredly , that the leaſt 
part ol that which hath beene ſapd, is ſufficient fo; the qui- 
eting and cofoztingof any mind, that is not become epther. 
bealtly,02 furious with the pꝛickings, oz pinchings that po⸗ 
nerfie may bzing'vnfo him: ſo that, if thoſe thinges, which 
Abauneſayde, and many other that J could alledge, doe not 
moderate and pacifie him, belteue me, peuertie is not the 
cauſe hereof: but this diſtemperate, and ill compoſed mind, 
which alſo would haue moleſted him, if hee hadbeene rich. 
F02 he would haue found out ſome other arrow, o2ſwo2de- 
where with to haue thozowe pearcedhis heart. You then. 
who haue your minde ſtoꝛed with ſo many good leſſons of 
Philoſophy, comfozt pour ſelfe., and take all thinges that 
God ſendes, in good part; hope in him, who neuer fayleth 
noꝛ deceaueth them, that put their truſt in him. Vee will 
open you the way, and miniſter the meane, whereby to cure 
theſe woundes of ponerrie ; at the leaſt he will teach vou, 


how to beare them with patience; and peraduenture ay, 
/ 
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Will giue you manifeſtly to vnderſtand that it is foz your 
health and conſolation. Comfoꝛt your ſelfe,mn that although 
pet want riches, pet want ye not y true knowledge, 4 bew⸗ 
tie of wit & vnderſtanding, and vertues of the mind, which 


riches; which are placed among the erternall things, and 
are no part of you; and ſo much the moꝛe comfozt pour ſelf, 
by how much the giftcs of your mind cannot bee taken from 
you , neither by men, noꝛ foztune ; but of pour riches and 
wonꝛldly ſubſtaunce, theeues may ſpoyle you in a moment, 

Comfozt your ſelfe, in p vte haue many god friendes, which 
lone you entpꝛelp, who will neuer endure to ſ& you long in 
po:e eſtate, But rather after the maner of true and ſtedfaſt 
friendes, will account your pouertie to bee their owne , and 
with ſome part of their ſubſtance, will take it from you ; 
comfozt your ſelf, with your bokes, which ver were alwaies 
accuſtomed to hold in great eſtimation; they will ferde and 
nouriſh-your vnderſtanding, and with ſingular declectation, 
alwayss recreate your ſenſes : they will paciffe euery ſtoz- 
mie and troubleſome tempeſt; and both by night and by dap; 
within doꝛes, and witho t; in god foztune and bad, will re- 
maine your molt faythfull friendes , and comfozfable com- 
panions, 

- Finally, comfoꝛt pour ſelfe, in that, if pouertie bee enill,. 
pet haue pee not this euill by your owne offence , 02 pꝛocure⸗ 
men, not by dicing and tar ding, noꝛ by haunting the tavern; 
not by playing the harlot, noꝛ by any other ſozt of lewde lyfe, 
02 naughtie behautour : but in eneryaction your vſage hath 
bene honeſt, and temperate; your minde being no leſſe a- 
doꝛned with lawdable cuſtomes, and conditions, thenlears 
ning, Yee are then fallen info this neceſſitte ,. by the offencg 
of Foꝛtune, who (as it is not vnknowneto the moſt part of 
Rome) being enuious at the god tourſe that vie haue taken; 
hath many yeares ſithence wounded pour body, and bꝛought 
vou into a miſerable : en eſtat, oftentimes euen — 

. death: 


things are moze appertinent and pꝛoper vnto you, then are 
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death; hath alto letled e lefted vdu back, from all god enter⸗ 
pꝓꝛiſes operatibs both of body i mind in this her rage hath 
cduſed pou to make far greater expence, then pour abilitie 
wul reach vnto; in ſuch ſoꝛt, that y& are now bꝛought into 
that miſerable eſtate, in which yer now are, onelp by her ſi⸗ 
niſter pꝛocurement: ſo that if with her great outrage, there 
were not tpned an arrogant impudencie, ſhee would not fo: 
very ſhame of her ſelfe bee ſeene any moꝛe in the woꝛld. But 
beſides theſe conſolations, let reaſon #4 neceſlitie moue pou;ye 
afflict your ſelfe; what doth this affliction auaile you? is pour 
pouertie taken away by making of ſo great ſozowe as vœ do: 
ik it were ſo, it were a very god remedie , But, alas, ſhee 
is not pet departed, but remaines as at the firſt, 02 rather 
greater; and this vaceſſant ſozowing doth not onelp p2ofit, 
but rather endomage vou greatly. Adding to the firſt euil, 
the molt grieuous euill ot affliction; whereof Plato in his 
bokes ofa Common wealth, ſaid mot diuinely , That it 
was the beſt thing that could ber in calamitie, to take it ſo 
pacientip & to be contented ther with as wer polliblycan:in 5 
firſt it is vntertain, whether the thing loz which we lament, 
be god o: euill. Farther, the being ſozowfull, doth not in a⸗ 
ny thing remedie that which is happened: beſides that, no 
humaine thing ſhould bee of ſuch eſtimation, that it ſhould 
moue a man to dwell in anguiſh foꝛ it. 

What moze ? that griefe and ſoꝛow are a hinderaunce to 
thoſe remedies which might ſperdilp haue bene taken. Molt 
true and wozthy are thoſe reaſons of Plato, which if they 
were well wayed,and duely conſidered of, who i is there that 
euer would afflict himſelte foz any wozlbly calamite? True⸗ 
ly ſuch ſoꝛowing is foꝛbidden to all: but tothe learned and 
vertuous, much moze: whereof Fauorinus ſaide moſt wiſelp. 
that a man of bold courage, trained vp in the golden pꝛetepts 
of true Philoſophy,ſhould haue tranmullliti of ininde , ſhuf 
vp and ſetled in his bꝛeſt, befozeany ill hap light vpon him: 
which is no moꝛe to ſay · but ; a wiſe man ſhold haue a ſtrong 
armour in a 9 to defend himlelfe againlk 


euerp 
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cuery ſtroke and allault of foꝛtune. But what meane to 
go fo; wardes to ſpeake vainely as a Philoſopher, hauing al⸗ 


ready reaſoned with you as a Chziſttan? The largnes of the 


matter doth cary mer away; and the great affection that A 
beare you, doeth pꝛick mee fozwatd, neither can J well ſet 
downe, which of theſe two are greater. Therfoze , vnleſſe J 
would alwayes ſpeake, it is nedeful that J make an ende ol 
ſpeaking. It was an eaſie thing, to enter into the deepe ſea- 
of this argument, but vneaſie to get fozth, Wherfoze A mult 
doe here, as Alexander the great did by Gordianus his knot, 
who being vnable to vndoe it did cut it in ſunder with his 
ſwoꝛd. Pow although pouertie haue not all that do wꝛies ot 
mee, which God and Nature hath endewed her with: pet 
haue beſtowed ſo many on her, that ſhe may every waygo 
richelp to her hnſbaud. Pee ought not to feare of being any 
moꝛe poꝛe, ſher bzinging ſo wealthy a dowꝛie ta your houſe; 
neither nee ye to ſtand in doubt of, hauing many riualles, 


ers did foꝛ Penelope,foz that pouertie (as Xenophon in the 
perſon of Socrates ſaies very well) amongſt other her ver⸗ 
tues,bath this pꝛiuiledge: that ſhee pꝛouoketh not men, to 


bꝛawle and ſight, and to deceane and ſeke one an others 


death toz the hauing of her, as it often commeth to paſſe, foz 
the attaining of riches, honour oꝛ kingdomes: foꝛ although 
the be not lockt vp, noz garded , ſhe conſerues and keepes 
her ſelfe,and that which is moſt to be eſteemed, ſhee ts ſo mo⸗ 
deſt and chaſt , that none in the houſe where ſhee dwelleth, 
will ber ielaus of her. Se then whether ſhe bee honeſt, oz. 
deſerue fo bee had in reputation, oꝛ no. 


But know ye not why ſhee remaies without ahuſband? 


It is not foz want of any godneſſe, oz bewtie, being endued 

plentifully with eyther of them: But becauſe everyone doth 

ſtaine and dcffle her; euerp one holdes her in contempt, fil- 

ling her with filthinelſe, and moſt ſpitefull pollutinges , in 

ſuch ſoʒte, that her true and natine * cannot bee ne.

to contend foz her, as Eurimacus, Antinous, with other wo- 
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But if any man would louingly bꝛing her to his houle,and

vile and tontemptible riches are in compariſon of her. Be⸗

you affirme to be true; thinking at one inſtaunt, to eaſe my 
ſelfe of labour in anſwearing, and you of annoy, in reading 
this my troubleſome reply. But 3 ſhould erre in perfoꝛming 
the duety that is conuenient to a true friend, ik eyther to flat⸗ 
ter you, 02 to auopde labour; 3 ſhould not apparantly tel you 
that which J thinke. 

Firſt, Jknownot whether this greatneſſe of foꝛtune 5 
pte wiſh me, be a thing that bꝛingeth felicity to a man yea oꝛ 
no, 02 whether it take it from him. Fo2 ᷣ as the moſt wile 
t ancient ſages haue ſet down vntovs) there is no man that 


perfectlyknowes what is god oz euil vnto hun ip ; 


Whervpon Socrates wnld not that any particular 
ſhould 
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ſhoulde be craued at Gods handes, but that onely, which is 
good. And when J looke well about me, A finde nat in them 
that are aduanced to high degrees, any tranquilitie of mind, 
but rather as their digmtie,and greatnes augmenteth, ſo in⸗ 
creaſe ther likewiſe in greater perturbations and frettings 
ol the minde, Foꝛ it leldome oꝛ neuer comes to paſſe other⸗ 
wile, but that with the abundanceof the. giftes of foztune; 
ambition, and greater deſire othonoz and riches encreale, 

Thꝛough which the ozacle did not iudge any king to be hap- 
pv, although he were mol rich, and mighty, but rather Agla- 
ius Plotidius , who manuring a litle peece ofgrounde that 
he had, taking care of nothing . with great ioy and content⸗ 
ment liued a moſt happie and foztunate lite. Thoſe that per⸗ 
ſiſt infinitely i in the deſire of riches, may bee compared vnto 
them which in old time ran to a mighty great mountayne , 
with dogs, nets, and other engins with purpoſe to haue ta⸗ 
ken the moone, which they verily thought to haus done; but 
they that firlf (with great trauel and labour) arriued to the 
top ok this huge hill, found themlelues ſo farre diſfant, and 
no leſte out of hope, then thoſe w were climed vp but to p ſive 
of it, oz thoſe others, who remoued not from the vallp. Tran⸗ 
quilitie doth not ſpꝛing of thoſe thinges that are without vs, 
but of the harmony ofatemperate mind within, which doth 
truely create felicify in vs, and is the cauſe thereok. Foz e- 
uen as ſome greatpiller placed in the bottom of a deepe wel, 
is neuertheleſſe great; and a Dwarfe placed on the toppe of 
ſome ſteple,is aliwaies litle:ſo the free andnoble mind w2aps - 
ped in baſeſt foꝛtune, wil ſhew his magnanimity, x the baſe 
mind in the higheſt degree of dignity wil diſconer his vility, 
TR not this now as concerning Chziſtian perfection, 
a2 ye know that making mention hereot, it ſhal not be need- 
> to enter into queſtion;when as neither riches, noz hono2 
bꝛing happines vnto men, but rather y one ⁊ the other are of- 
tentimes the occaſions of bꝛinging them into extreme miſe⸗ 
rp, i cauſe the gate of heauen to be ſhut vp agaynſt them. Foz 
1 * of a Chziſtian, is the grace of God, x 
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no other thing. J ſpeak then as a gentleman gouerned by hu⸗ 
manereaſvn and ciuiluders. timing bet wirt the law vf men 
and nature. He verily; which leert not hold that honour +ri- 
ches depꝛiue inen of feltcity,it1snanifeFand apparant;th , 
he hath his eyes blinded4 darkened with'the ſmoke of 
tion and cloudes of couetoaſnelſe ; which ate the two beatts, 
.comparcd by the Poet Dante, to a Lion, arid a tee woolft, 
which let + hindet vs from leaping to the mount of lelicitv. 
A deny nat, but that riches t dignity may helpe towards the 
contentment ol the minde. In this paint J will bee a Peri⸗ 
patetike, and purpoſe not to defend as a @toike, yr -onelte 


vertue ſufficcth, Let it be ſo, that riches dight requi⸗ 
ſite towards the accõpliſhment of felititp: ſhon E rn 
no end? Behold Abdolomerusboane of the locke royal it⸗ 
ued in paſſing tranquilitp, in a litle farme;tilled; and ſowed 
with his owne hands, in ſuch ſoꝛt that he neuer heard of the 
bꝛuit and rumoꝛs of the armiciof. Alexander the gta whith 
had dꝛiuen all Aſia intoà maze andaltoniſhment. Ve talked 
farregreater felicityin this hispwzecalling;thetiwhete afs 
terwardes by Epheltion he was aduanted toiths title of the 
kingdome: Of whom being demanded how he toulde with 
pactenceb20okethatpwozeand ne „with u hawty e 
tozagiaus mind, anſwerrd hin, taping: O that J knew ſo 
wel (it it pleaſed Sor) hold fo he troubles) x Weighs 
tines ot the kingdome. Diocleſian a moſt pꝛtwent and pui⸗ 
ſant & mperoʒ hauing wayed and tonſidered of the anno pes, 
andencombzances that beating rule;bzonght with it, retur⸗ 
ning to apziuate life, gaue it duerʒ and at Salon a mandur 
of his, he planted hearbes a tres with his owne hands, ney⸗ 
ther could he euer be alluren by amy per ſuaſion, noꝛ reinourd 
byany dccaſts,frb thes his fixed determinat reſolutiõ. pꝛe⸗ 
ferting p quiet traquilityof this pzitatlife;befoze p krouble⸗ 
ſome kurmoples of pꝛintipalities, : Empires. The like wer 
reade ot g tmperoꝛ Adria, a moſt puilant captayne, who by 
trauel t interteſlid, obtapned licence in the ende ol his 
to dwel in alitle village ot his, where he liued 7 pters 
63119 in 
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in great eals and quiet. Mho dying left an apparant teſti- 
monie, that the life led in honour and dignity, was not the 
true life, Fa; he cauſed theſe, wooꝛdes to bee graued on his 
_ tqombe ; Heere lies the wight whoſe age is of many yeeres, 
bur he liued but onely ſeuen. J coulde heere bꝛing to your 
memoꝛie, luith how many hatred and entmities the woꝛldly 
.pzomoctons are inuironed, ſo that nothing is ſure in them, 
nothing without ſuſpect,in ſuch loꝛt that the Poet Pindarus 
ſaid that the Gods with one good had al wayes entermixed 
two euilles. And J dare ;bolvely:aduouch that in theſe 
makes, and vaine pompes, faz euery one contentment, ye 
Ax attached with ten diſpleaſures. But per know wel that 
this place being ol the philoſophers moſt largely intreated of, 
is ol many men not vnderſtoode ol 'otherſome delſpiſed, of 
very fewe beleeued, and almaſt ot none followed.

let hun be (as the wiſeman atfirmeth)the framer of his own 
fo:tune,UUbpat ſhoulde I then doe ? with what inſtruments 
(I pꝛay vou) woulde you haue me to fcame and faſhion this 
iy good happe? with remaining long in Rome, and looking 
{oz occaſions: it is now twentie and fine pceres ſithence 3 
came firſt into this court, and J thinke that in this long ſea⸗ 
ſon, 3 was neuer thꝛee miles diſtant, and pet neither haue A 
any odo foztunate ſucceſſe by my ſeruice , neither ſtande 
in hope of ame.
